HE Saxons, after the departure of the Romans, 
having (under the title of friendihip) ſeized upon 
many ſtrong places in this Kingdom, the native 


ny dzeadful Eatrels , were obliged to retire into 
Wales and Cornwall; et retaining many places 
of confiderable ſtrength; and from thence by kre⸗ 
quent excurſions greatly anoyed the Enem ; not fozgerting their an- 
tient Ualour, and the kozmer Glozy of this Ille, amongſt which was 
Bing Vter Pendragon, lineally deſcended from the Brittuh Kings, 
who in the Fear Anno 500. began to Raign over the Brittains that 
pollelled rhe Mountaindus Country with great ſrccels, giving the 
Saxons many defeats, and gaining greatly upon them; till at laf fal- 
ling in love with a fair Lady named Igray in, wyfe to Alfridus Duke of 
Cornwall, he lo doted on her Beauty, that not finding her to be won 
by perſwaſion to yield her chaſtity to his diſpoſal, he plotted with Mer- 
lyn a famous Necromancer of that age, to bzing his deligns about by 
policy. This Necromancer undertaking the matter, the better to 
eaſe his Pꝛintes labduring thoughts, with Spells, and by Magick 
Inchantment ſo wzought, that either deluding the Ladies fight , oz 
transfouning the King into the ſhape of her Lozd, che received him ag 
Cuch, and ſuffered him in the abſence of Alfridus to injoy her a whole 
night, on whom he got our famous Arthur: Foz her Lozd being in 
War against the Weſt-Saxons, was ſlain exe bis return of which the 
King hearing, though greatly grieved at the loſs of fo renowned a 
Subjett > vet as much rejopced that _ gave him cpportunity to pꝛo⸗ 
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Brittains, afrer having tryed their fo2tunes in ma⸗ 
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ture the love or the kair Dutchels in an honourable way, which he pꝛo⸗ 
kecuting after the days of mourning were over , ſo dealt with her by 
fair woꝛds and rich pꝛelents, that being now at liberty, che was con: 
tented to be his Wife, and was married to him by the Biſhop ol Car- 
lile with great pomp and ſplendour ; all the Lozds and Nobles ſubjec 


to his Scepter ; together with their Ladies adozning their Nuptials, 


and aſſiſting at the Cer:mony : And lo great was the joy, that eat: 
ing, Turnament, and all manner ok diſpo2ts to recreate the fences,were 


held foz twenty dafes : pet the Queen was troubled to find the fruits. 


of her warn increaſe ſs kaſt, as fearing to be ſuſpected of Adultry, foz 
well ſhe knew ſhe had ben deccived, when ſhe computed the time of Al- 
fridus death with the time ſhe ſuppoſed him in her embzaces : but the 
Ring, to put her out of doubt, and to prevent melancholly thoughts, 
in loving wiſe unrevealed the wyole mifery ; yet it was agreed between 
them, that if ſhould be kept ſecret, and that the Child ſpould as ſon 
as bozn, be conveyed to a truſty Guardian to pꝛevent oblequie. 

The Queen, about fix months afrer the Ceremony of the Wedding 
was over, being bzought to bed of a Son, the Child named Arthur as 
it was befo2e reſolved, was conveyed by truſty hands to.a Lady of god 
repute , named Marilda, Wife to Sir Ector, one at. the Kings 
Knights, who bzought him up in ſuch learning as was met. fo2 his 


pears : When as his Father wozn out with the contihual toiles of 


CClar , and much diſtempered through the many wounds he had recei- 
ved, died, leaving him lole⸗ Heir of His Dominions ; who . thereupon 
was p2oclaimed by moſt of the Nobility, and Czowned King., though 
ſome taking the advantage of his green pears, rebelled, æ raiſed divers 
Commotions ; but he gedwing up, and getting the Reins of Govern: 


ment into his hands, did many great Exploits, as. will in the leries 


of this Þiſtozy appear.

The Deicription of King Arthur's uſual Accuterments, his Viſion, and 
the Interpretation thereof: And how he conſtituted the Knights 
of the Round I able. , 

Ing Arthur by this time being grown up, became exceding tall x 


{ong; inſomuch that he ſeemed mo:e than man, and in many 


Jullg and Turnameats ſo well behaved himſelf, that none could ſtand 
bcfoze lim: A Pozſe he had which he called Beaucephalus, after the 
name of the Gzeat Alexander's Kozle; and he in all Exploits pꝛoved 
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the beſt in the w3yld ; His Sword was of a large flze , viz. ſi be fot in 
length; and in bzeadth eight inches ; cutting with two fearful edges) 
on which hung death and deſtruction : His Launcs Gas eight cubits, 
and the head thereof fozned of Mally Stel, weighing r pound: His 
Armour was of the highelt pzooff. ſhining with Gems and burniſhed 
Gold: And the better to inure him ts War and great Exploits, he 
frequently rode thus atcutered ; and ofren in plates of greateſt dan- 
ger, glo2ying in nothing moze than his ſtrength and manly pꝛowels, 
delighting in no2 fancying none but ſuch as were truly valiant, and 
feared not Death in any of his dzeadful ſhapes, but to fuch he was 
laviſh to Ercef's; retaining no other fo2 his Tounſclloz, but Merlyn 
the famous Petromanter, krom whom, as from an Ozacle, he receive d 
the certaintz of furure events, and at his requeft recreated him with 
ftrange and wonderful fights, the Kepzekentation of Magick; and a- 
mongſt tie ret, upon a great Plain befoze the Kings Palace at Car- 
digan, he raiſed a ſtarely Tower, and round it a pleaſant Garden a⸗ 
dozned with Fruits and fragrant Flowers, Fiſh-ponds, Fountains, 
pleaſant Bowers, and Umbzages, into which he led the King and all 
his Nobility, kea ling themakter a ſumptuous manner, as they ima- | 
gined; but he had no looner re⸗tonveyed them thence, but loking back, 
they ſaw all vaniſh in Thunder, Lightning, and a pꝛodigious Earth- 
-uake, to their great amazement ; yet knowing bekoze it was luit delu⸗ 
fon, they reſted ſomewhat moze ſatisfied, pet could not but think of 
what had paſſed. . 

The day being ſpent in viewing this Piece of Recreation, and the 
King ruminateing many things in-his mind, at laſt laying him down 
upon his Couch, hefell into a lumber, and then dꝛeamed that he was 
carried into a ſpacious Hall, in which ſtod a Table of great circum: 
ference, out ok the middle of which grew an Dak and a Laurel, with 
Crows, Scepters, Swozds, and Enligns hanging. on them, and 
that they were guarded by many valiant Knights, high in pꝛowels, 
and terrible to the whole Uo21ld, which made him defirous. to become 
their Alſociate ; no2 did he ſooner demand it, but they joyfully received - 
him, and plateing him in a Chair of Jvozy and Gold, made him their 
Chief, and gave him a Banner with a Lyon rampant poztruped there · 
on, and this Motto wzitten, vis. EVE& VIC TO RIO US: upon | 
which, the ſound of Trumpets, noiſe of Dꝛumg, clattering of — |

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ſhouts, and · cries, ſaluted his Ears: And he ſuppoſed he beheld Armies 
in rout and laughter ſcattered th2ough the whole TRo21ld, and that the 
Tonquozers laid the Trophies at his feet, and with an vniverſal ſhout 
Taluted him Great Monarch of the Weſtern World. At what time 
awakeing, he found it but a Dream, yet revolving in his mind the 
ſtrangenels of the kancy, the next mozning he related to his Nobles, 
who allured him of happy p2eſages, and adviſed him to make inquiry 
into the interpꝛetation thereof ; - whereupon ſending fo2 his Ncero- 
mantick Tounlello), he related it to him, who pzomiſed within a day 
to give him the gnification of his Team, which he did as kolloweth. 
viz. That by the Table was ſignified his Kingdom; by the Knights 
the Pillars and Strength thereof ; by Oak and Laurel, ſtrength, 
victo2y, and durance ; the Crowns, Scepters, Swozds, and Enägns, 
the ſpoiles of the ation he ſhould be poſſeſs'd ok; and the Schene of 
Mar, the repzꝛelentations of the many dzeadful Battels he Gould 
fight, wherein he ſhould ever remain vicozious ; and the making him 
Thief, giving him the Standard, and placeing him fn a Chair of J. 
vo92y and Gold, denoted him dep in his Subjects love, and that ng 
'T reafon ſhould p2oſper againlt him. This interpzetation highly 
pleaſed the King and raiſed his towzing imaginations to ſuch a pitch 
that he reſolved to ſp2cad the terrour of his Arms thꝛoughout the 
wo!ld »wherefoze he made great pzeparation foz all manner of War- 
like pꝛoviſion, but above ali of hardy and couragious Knights, invites 
ing them from all parts to his Court , and koz their better incourage- 
ment, cauſed a ſpacious Hall 300 Feat in length, and Twenty in 
bzeadth, to be built, with Elaſs Turrets on the top, ceiled with Fret- 
wozk and Gold, wainſcoted with Cedar, and paved with Marble, in 
the midit of whit he placed a Round Table, at which 400 Knights 
might lit, and cauſed it daily to be furniſhed with great ſtoze of choice 
p ovicion, ko; the entertainment of ſuch men of UWar as would re- 
lot thith er, and ſhoꝛtly after conſtituted the D2ver of the Round Ta⸗ 
ble, allowing a Bearly Penſion of 100 Mark to ſuch as were truly va⸗ 
liant and would-inrole themſclves to attend his ſervice when occaſion 
required, making himtett the head ez Soveraign of the ©2ver , lo 
that by this means the valiant men of the neighbouring Pations ten⸗ 
-dered their ſervice to him, and were admitted into the noble Ozder, but 
not befoze they had been pzoved in ſome great Exploit. 88

How King Arthur warred with the Kings of Mercia, and the Eaſt An- 
gles, who invaded his Dominions, lew a monſtrous Gyant, and 
put their Armies to the rout. 1c, 


1 King being eſtabliſhed in his Thꝛone, and having thus far pꝛo⸗ 
teded, cauſed a place to be made fo2 juſting, where once every 
week his Knights ererciſedin Martial Oꝛder and juſted with each o⸗ 

ther, and to him that did belt, the Ring would frequently ſend one 
rich pꝛelent oz other, himſelf being fill a Spectato2 of thoſe Exerci- 

les, and at all gue Feaſts pzeſent among! rhem at Dinner, having 
a. Chair like a Thꝛone placed on that part of the Table that was to- 

wards the upper end of the Pall, but no Puſick luffer'd, except the 
Martial ſounds of Dzums, Trumpets, and Claitons, in which moit 
ok all our Veroick Pzince delighted. And now being furniſhed with 
mighty men; that might compare to Davids wo2thies (ik not exced 
them) in dzeadful Feats of Arms; he paſſionately deüred to have an 
honourable occa{(.on to try his and their valours , wich was not long 
wanting: Foz the Mercian King of the Savons, and the King ok the 
Eaſt Angles p eluming upon their ſtrength bꝛoke into Cornwall, part 
5 of King Arthurs Pominions, and committed divers outrages, burn- 
ing. plundering, raviſhing, and flaughtering in fuch a dreadful man⸗ 
ner, that the people (with ſuch ſubſtance as they could convey) fled e- 

very where bekoze them; the News of which rouzed oue Lyon-like 
Pꝛinte, who taking with him his Guard of 400 Knights, and 3000 
common Souldiers, the flower of his Dominions by (wiktr Warches 
paſſed on to. give UUar the meeting, whoſe app!oach the Enemp 
(being treble the number) little regarded, not ddubting to give him 


the overthzow, truſting greatly to the force of one Cingeterox a mon 


ſtrous Gyant, nine cubirs high, lix in circumference, and armed with 
a huge Battel⸗Axe and Coat of Mael; but the undaunted Pyince, 
whom fear could not diſmay, having animated bis Souldiers and ſer 
them in Batrel-Atray , attended by his Knights , broke thzough the 
Ramparts, killing luch as guarded the Camp, and ſetting upon the 
Iniidelg, koz ſo at that time they were, and cutting thzough rhe Thick- 
eſt of them made ſuch laughter that all the way he paſſed was ſtrewed 


with dead bodies; pet on he pꝛelled though danes ot death, hig Heroick | 


Tham- 
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Champions following, as animated by the Martial devs of their Re- 
nowned Leader; noz did they leſs annoy the Enemy, who by this 
time, taking the Alarum in all parts, came running to oppoſe them, 
and began to make ſome flaughter of his men, eſpecially where the 
Gyant fought, which the King perceiving by the cry that aroſe, cau- 
led his Stander with the great Lyon to advance that way, bearing 
Down all befoze him till he cams to the plate where he found Cingeterox 
and Ethwaldus the Mercian King bathing their Ares in the blood of 
his men, of which they had lain 300 , when as King Arthur with a 
loud voice cried, Turn this way Infidels, ſpare the weak, and bend 
your force againſt the ſtrong : upon which the Epant ſtairing on him, 
with a dꝛeadkul voice replied , W ho art thou that comes to ſeek thy 
Death? I am a Souldier, ſaid the King, and one that am come to 
fetch thy Head b/ way of reprizal for the miſchiefs thou haſi done in 


my Country. But you muſt get it firſt, ſaid the Gyant, That ſhail 


not be long, ſaidthe King ; and thereupon charged on the Monſter ſo 
furioully with his Swozd, that e're he could wield his Battel⸗Axe 
with a full ſtroke on his Helme, which made the fire ſp2ing krom thence, 
he made him ſtagger thꝛe huge Paces and bend with his kne to the 
ground: then the Gyant (inraged) made at him and ſtruck the King, 
lo that the blow dazled him, and made his eyes [wim, but ſoon recove- 
ring; he that had never ben lo uſcd bekoze, reſolved revenge, and there: 
upon (after a full ſtroke) wheeling his dꝛeadkul Swo2d about, he ſtruck 
The Monſter on the Helme with ſuch fozce, that cutting it through 
the Swo2d entered dx inches, whereupon with a terrible groan he fell 
ts the Earth, at what time the King Cod on him and divided his Head 
from his Twink, the which he delivered to his Elq; that boze his bow 
and quiver : Noz were the Knights of the Ozder idle, fo: Sir Lance- 
lot had by this time gricvouſiy wounded the Mercian King, and taken 
him Pziſoner ; and Sir 1rittriam flain 7 Captains, beſides 36 com⸗ 
mon Souldiers; fo that the King of the Eaſt Angles ſing all gs to 
wack, and his men were diſo2dered, cauſed the Retreat to be ſounded, 
whereupon his Captains endeavoured to bzing off their men, but they 
being in great conſternation, and the Britrains pꝛeſüng on them, 
(fearful of death) fled in all parts, anoleft all the boty they had gotten 
to the Conqueroꝛs, who ſiercely purſufng the flying Foe, made terrible 
laughter, intomuch ich as could not fly into Caſtles and plates 
of ſtrength, fell by te Stozd, to the number ok 20000. This 
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This overthzow being noſed abꝛoad, bzought a great fear upon all 
the Saxon Pyinces, ſo that the Mercians wholly ſubmitted and ſent a 
great ranſome fo2 their King, who upon his [wearing ts become Tri: 
butary and UaClal to King Arthur was ſet at liberty. Noz were 
there any ok their petty Kings that then poſſeſſed this Jfland , which 
they had divided into a Heptiarchey , but ſent their Ambaſadozs with 
great Pꝛelents to intreat a Peace , the which, upon their acknowledg⸗ 
ing him their lupꝛeam P:ince, and paying each 250 Mark, a hace of 
Geldings, a Faulcon, anda G1ey-hound yearly, was acco2ded to. 
And thus flouriſhed this Renowned King in the beginning. of his 
Reign, but moze dꝛeadkul and re⸗doubted were his future deds , ag 

by the ſequel will appear.

How King Ar. hur paſſed into Danemart,, conquored the Ringdom-of 
Norway, overthrew Burnamiſſa the Daniſh King. 


He King having in a manner bzought England to his ſubjecion, 

& reſolved not to ſuffer the current of his Uicoxy to be damed up 
with eaſe, tok counſel with Merlyr and the molt valiant of his 
Knights, what Enterpzize was next to be undertaken , who adviſed 
him, That it was moſt for his Honour to revenge the injuries he had 
recłived by the Danes, who roaming about thoſe Seas, had not anly ta- 
ken divers of his Ships, but (landing) had Curpzized ſome ſmall 
Towns upon the Sea-Coaſt, and burnt them, carrying the In⸗ 
habitants into miſerable Captivity, and by cruel toztures obliged them 
to offer Sacrifice to their Idols, that Kingdom being then uncon- 
verted, This motion pleaſed the King, whoſe reſtleſs ſpirit and de- 
ure of Glozy made him impatſent of eaſe ; whereupon he cauſed a great 
Navy ol Ships to be rigg'd in Milford Havenaand in all other Ports, 
and gave Oꝛder koz the building Men of War and Gallys, ſo that in 
fx months (pace he had a fleet of ſmall and gzeat Ueſſels that conſiſted 


of 300 ſaile, on which early in the Spzing he imbarqyed with 28000 


choice Souldiers, and all manner warlike of pꝛovidon; having by this 
time inroled twenty new Knights, to ſupply the places of ſuch as fell 
by the Swozd, oz dyed of divers-diſeaſes ; and ſo with a freſh gale 
weigſhing Anchoz, and witha fatr wind arriving in the Baltique O- 
cean, entered the Straits, now guarded by the two famous Caſtles of 
Coronsburg and Elzeburg, the later ** on the Coaſt of Norway, 
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and there bꝛought futh a fear on either ſhoze, that rhe Inhabitants fn 
all parts fled with what they could moſt conveniently carry, leaving 
the reſt ko a ey to the Brittains, who under the conduct of their victo- 
Nous King, inriched themſelves with a great boty: when incamping 


befoze Nidroſia in Norway, ſummoned the City to yield , but there 


being aſtrong Garriſon therein, thep returned anſwer , That they 
kept the City for Burnamiſſa King of Panemark, and would in no 
wiſe yield it without his Order : whereupon the King commanded the 
aſſault to be made by i 2000 men, under the leading of 44 Knights of 
the Oꝛder of the Round Table, who having their ſcaleing Engine in 
a readineſs, on Eaſter-Eve marched to the wall, and with a ſhowze of 
Arrows and Wild-fire dꝛove the defendants thence ; when as Sir 


ECtor, bearing the Royal Standard, mounted, and making great 


laughter of ſuch as oppoſed, cutting of Arms, Legs, and Helmed 
tadg, placed it on the chief Bulwark , which the ref Te&eing , on alt 


es ſtrove to imitate him, ſo that within lels than x houres the City 


was won, which the conquered perteiving, retired ro the Market⸗plate, 
and thꝛowing down their Arms begged mercy, which. the Wing gene⸗ 
roully granted, yet gave the ſpoileof the City to his Souldiers , not 
reſerving any part to Himſelf , which: lo hightened them, that 
Keen a Oarriſon there) palled on to Bergen, which upon the Ard 
Tummong furrendzed; and by its Example an the remaining Cities 
and walled Towns did the lie, lo that the Kingdom of Norway was 
entirelp at King Arthur's debotion: whereupon finding no moe to 
conquer, he having received a ſupply ot 5000 men ts makeup the num- 
ber he ought, by reaſon he was kozced to leave the like number in 
Garriſon; imbarqued, and paſſing the Straits landed upon the Daniſh 
tho2e, filling all with terroz and amazement, when as that King ha⸗ 
Hing gathered a huge Armp, advanced to give him Battel, which did 
notralittle refoyre Ang Arthur, who greatly deſired to try his ſtrength 
in dar: whewjoyning, on the great Plain befsze Copen Hagen a 
dꝛeadkul Fight began, but Uicozy Cho never declined our Heroick 


Pyince) ſon declared koz the Brittains, ſo that the Daniſh King find: 


ing the Bartel Cweebve, and that he could not ſtay his men longer from 
open flight, ts tober their ſhame, ſounded the Retreat ; whereupon 
th 'Tefi ring in great tontullon, K. Ar chur and his Knights followed 
Co furigufly, that all the Plain was ffrewed with the bodies * +4 
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fain-; and lo hotly they pzeſſed on, that er thꝛee parts of the Army en⸗ 
tered the City, the Gates were chut up, and a third part ſhut our, fo2 
fear the Brittains thould enter pell⸗mell with them, who were by rhe 
furious Souldier llatn in the ſight of their friends , though the cont: 
paſſionate King bid ſpare the (word. ,

1* Danes thus oberthzown, the King fncamped bekoze the Ci- 
ty, reſolving to carry fr by foxte, and the next day pꝛepared ko 
the allault, reſolving to march in the head of his Knights to win im⸗ 
moztal fame by his planting his Standard upon the Wall with bis 
own hands, oz to loſe his Like; no could the perſwaſion of his Nobles 
make him decline it: but as he appzoached the Udall, the Gates open- 
ed, whereupon he ſyppoſed the foe intended to ſally , but inſtead of 
armed men, there iſſued out a Tzop of beautiful Ladies and in the 
front of them the beauteous Geneura Siſter ro Burnamiſla the Daniſh 
King; whereat King Arthur much wondered, and commanding his 
men to ſtand in Battalia, with twelve Knights went to met them, 
when as the Ladies appꝛoaching him, the fair and beauteous Princeſs 
kell at his fæt, and bedewing the ground with tears, beſought him to 
have compaſſion on her diſtrelled Country; the King. being moved ar 
thig unulual ſight, in loving wile raiſed her in dis Arms and bad her 
be of god comkozt, but the ſozrowtul Lady, whom tears made mo2e 
lovely, refuſed all comfozt unleſs he would grant her requeſt, to which 
the King (overcome by compaſſion) conſented, after a thozt pauſe if 
what the demanded might conſiſt with his Honour; whereupon opening 
a Cagket that one of her Ladies. held , the firſt pzeſented him with 
71 5 ok great value let in Gold, and then intreated that an inter⸗ 
view might be had between him and her Bꝛother; to which the King 
readily conſented, as already kœling Loves pointed ſhafts pierce his 
high-pypfted Armour, and pꝛelenting the fair Pꝛintels with a Crown 
of Gold ſet with Pearls. and Dfamons , which he had taken in the 
Mercian JUar ; ag likewiſe her Lady with Jewels of great paice ; he 
Alſmilled them, and cauten a Royal Tent to be pitched about a Furlong 
from the Uaunt-guard ol hig 1 2 48 
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How King Arthur had an Interview with Zurnamiſſz the Daniſh King; 
and how a Peace was concluded between them upon the whole mat- 


ter, being left to the Princeſs Award. ” 


H Oſtilitys cealing, the Daniſh King with twenty ok his chief No» 
bility came to King Arihur's Tent, and there in humble. wiſe 
would have pꝛoſtrated themſelves, but the King would not permit it; 
but making them fit down acco2ding to their degree „ entered into a 
diſcourſe with them, relating at large the juſtneſs of his taking up

deſire of revenge upon the dilmal Relation he made, which was, 1 hat 
the Turks and Sarazens had fallen upon Judea and Palaſtine with 
an Army of 100000 men and made ſuch {laughter of the Chriſtians 
in thoſe parts, that ſuch as eſcaped were forced to fly into Rocks and 

Caves of the Earth, and there were either ſtarved to death, or be ame 

a prey to wild Beaſts : And that they had taken the Holy City of Je: 

ruſalem, after thirty days Siege , and put almoſt all the Chriſtians 

they found therein to the ſword , polluting the Temple and Holy Se- 
pulchre with their Heatheniſh Worſhip : As alſo , that they impailed 
the Patriarch alive for refuſing to worſhip Mahomet. 

This fto2y coming to the Kings ear, he could not refrain from ſhed⸗ 
ding tears ; whe ding fo2 the Hermit, in the pzeſence of his No: 
bles, he moſt ftrſely examined him to all particulars, and finding he de- 
livered nothing but what (as he laid) himſelf had ben an eye-witneſs 
to; the King turning to his Lozds, ſaid , Hear you this, my Lords, 


hall we ſuffer the Enemies of our Lord and Saviour thus to triumph 


over the profeſſors of his Name? to whith they with one voice reply d, 
That it was intolle;able, and that they were ready to venture their 


Lives and Fortunes in that Holy War, and in his ſervice : whereat

would not take pleaſure in any thing till he had faced thoſe barbarous 
Nations, and tryed, his Fo2tune to fr& the Holy City from its polluz 
tion; and thereupon he ſent to all the neſghbouring Pzinces fox ald, 
reſolving to ſet ſaile early in the Sy2ing, it being now the middle of 
Auguſt ; be likewiſe layed double Taxes upon his own Subjects, and

fians entering, found yet ſome boty ; but Cdefirous to paſs on to 
Jeruſalem) the King ſayled to the Ille of Cyprus, then governed by one 
Emanuel a Thiiſtian, where having refreſhed his Army, he again im- 
barqued, and ſayling though that trac of Seas , arrived ar Joppa, a 
Famous Sea-Po2r, and the in let of Palaſtine, which he found ſtrongly 
fortified , as likewiſe Salmanezer King of the Turks incamped with a 
Volt of 1coooo Turks, Jews, and Sarazens about fir miles from 
thence ; yet landing his men, he reſolved to beſiege the City, and by 
taking it, ſecure the P92t ; whereupon cauſing his Enginers to make 
divers batterings after the Roman faſhion, which under the favour of 
the night (notwithſtanding the beſieged hurled down wild-fre and

fide fell, upon which a furious allault was given, inlomuch, that the 


Inſidels having dꝛawn their greatett ſtrength to dekend the byeach a 
grest laughter was made; pet the Chziſtians reſolving to carry the 
City, which then was but mall, and very ravenous , pꝛelled on with 
ſuch violence, that tye fearful Enemy being over-bozn , were every 
where lain; and the Chziſtlans entering, placed King Arthur's 
Standard upon the Bulwarks, which ſo diſmayed the Jnfidels , that 
tuch as could, fled by the-Pofterns, and over the B2zok Cedron, others 
hid themſelves in Caves till the fury of the Souldiers were over, and 
ſuch as could not do either, fell fo2 the moſt part by the Swo2d. | 
This famous Gity, being the ff time thus taken by the Chziſtians, 
a great number of miſerable men and women were releaſed” out of 
Dungeons, who had koz a long time ben fed with Bzead of Afiicion, 
half ſtarved, and miſerably uſed by the Infidels, fo2 publikely .owning 


the Name of the Lo2d, who, not far from thence, purchaſed them 


with his pꝛecious blod to their unſpeakable joy. 


CHAP. XIII. 
How upon notice that the Saxons invaded his Country, he retur- 
ned; and of his ſtrange Adventures. | 
He King having thus perkozmed his vow, repaired the Walls, 
built a ſtrong Caſtle, and placed 7000 Souldiets therein, beſides 


the Chiiltians of Syria and ludea, that daily docked thither in great 


num⸗ 
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number; he received notice, That the Saxon petty Kings in his ab: 
ſence had caft off their Allegiance, and being vnited, invaded his Coin: 
try, fnſomuch, that his Dugen, Son, and thoſe that he had lefr in 
charge with the Kingdom, being overthzown in a pitched battel, were 
fled to the faſtneſſes of Snow down Mountains. Which News 
gꝛeatly perplexed the King; lo that having made his Offering at the 
Holy Sepulchze, and conſtituted Religious Men to kep it, he with 
thꝛer parts of the Army he bzought, returned to his ſhips, the other 
part being either lain in the battel, perithed by ſicknets, oz left in the 
Garriſon ; yet ere he could imbar que, 27000 Turks, Sarazens , and 
Ægyptians, lying in ambuth in a Mod fo2 that purpoſe, fell upon the 
Rear of his Army, and cut off th: oz four hundzed Brittains and Danes 
ere the King with the Goſs of his battel could dzaw up to their re- 
lief ; pet fatal was it to the Jnfidels ; fs2 being unerpeacdly Inclofcd 
by the Chꝛiſtians, who ferch'd a compaſs behind divers little Hills, 
* almoſt all of them cut off, 

his ſecond overrhzow given, the King quietly imbarqued his 
Souldiers, and ſailing by divers Jllands , deffroyed the Ga: riſons 
poſſeſſed by the Jnfidels : When one day going on fhoze on the Pꝛo⸗ 
mentozy of Carthage, with a few of his Knights, he was ſet upon by 
four hundzed Moors, who [allyed out of 1 unis ; but ſuch was his and 
his Knights invincible Courage, that they dzawing their lwozdg, 
ſlaughtered the Barbarians in luch a manner, that they fled with great 
crys, taking them to be moze than moztal; whereupon the King tau⸗ 
ung 8000 men inſtantly to come on ſhoze, beſieged the City, ano with 
Uild-Fire burnt it about the barbarians Ears, putting many of them 
to the [wo2d : And then matching up farther into the Country, there 
came againlt them ũxten huge Lyons, bꝛed in the Muritanian Forreft, 


with whom the King and twenty of his Knights encountering, killed 


twelve, and put the other four to flight. 


CHAP. XIV. 
How upon King Arthur's return, the Saxon Kings layed down their 
Arms and ſent great Preſents, together with their Sons for Hoſtages. 
Ks Arthur, impatient of ſtay, leaſt whillt he conquezed abzoad his 
Country ſhould lutfer with great ſpoyl , put again to Sea, and 
lapling homeward, met witha Flet of Pyrates, who taking his ſhips 
fo Merchants, let upon rhe koꝛmoſt Squadzon with loud ſhouts , caft- 
ing great guantity or ſtones and wild-fire amongſt them, but coming 
to 
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to g2aple, they ſon found their miſtake, and then in bain endeavouring 


to fly, were miſerably laughtered, inlomuch, that out of thirty hut 


five eſcaped ; Jn theſe ſhips many miſerable Chziſtian Captives, both 


men and women, were found , of which the King taking compaſſion, 
ſent them into their reſpective Country, allowing thein all things ne⸗ 
della ly fo their maintenance during the ſpace of a year, and lo palſed on 
towards his own Country. 

The Kings appzoach being known to the Saxon Pyinces (w'o not 
long bekoze had nei.s that he was dead in the Holy Land, and thereby 
were animated to take up Arms) fo diſcouraged them, that withdzaw- 
ing their Fo2ces- every one retired into his own P2ovince , to indy 
how to appeaſe the victozious Monarch, whom they had jultly 11iccaſed 
by their perfideous treachery ; and as ſoon as they hadnotice the King 
was landed and pꝛeparing his Fozces to War againſt them, they ſent 
their reſpective Deputies with rich Pzetents, to excuſe their raſh and 
unadviſed actions, pzomiſing never fo? the future to tranſgreſs in the 
like nature; vet the Ring being highly incenſed, would at no cheaper 
a rate paſs over their per fideous dealings, than at a perſonal acknow⸗ 
ledgment, and the lum ok 2000 Marks each; As allo be the better al⸗ 
cured ot them koz the future, that each of them ſhould lend his ſon as an 
Hoſtage;and that thoſe that had no ſons,to lend their neareſtKinſmen; 
and over and above, to make reparation fo2 ſuch damages as could be 
by any of the Kings Subjects p20ved to be ſuſtained by their unlawkull 
Arms. This being pcrfo2med, a Peace enſued ; and the King dil⸗ 
milled His Auriliarys with great Rewards, 


CHAP. XV. 
How King Arthur built many Religious Houſes, and gave great Car- 
gaſes to the Poor: Hèdw he ſwore his Nobles and Knights to his 
{on Conſtantius, and then dyed. 


Ing Arthur now having leiſure to repoſe in Peace, and think on 
his many wonderfull deliverances, reſolved to apply his mind to 


deds of Piety; and thereupon cauſed many Monaſtrys and Religious 


Houſes to be built, giving yearly maintenance to divers poz people, 
but eſpecially to ſuch as had lived in ſplendour, and were fallen to de- 


cay ; And daily he viſited the lick, giving them Chꝛiſtian comfozt : And 


uling his utmoſt endeavour to cheriſh Learning and Arts, to. which 
end at his pꝛoper charge he built likewiſe many Schots and Colledges, 


giving. 
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therein of his £ ge ; But. moſt ok all, he ffred his thougits upon his 
later end, and with Solomon was frequently heard to ſay, All World- 
Iy chings were but Vanity and Vexation of Spirit; and that om Earth 
no reall nor ſubſtantial jo s were to be f und: When in the 60 year 
ok his Age, and 49 yrar of his Keign, falling ſick, and by the opinions 
cf his Phylitians not likely to recover, he (ent foz all his Nobles and 
the E nights of the Oder, and he cauſed them to ſwear Fealty to his 
Sen, comkoning them in the beſt wiſe ; and thereupon finding him⸗ 
[ﬆf decay. after dicers.pious Crpeeſſions,t Payers,crho2t:ing his Po- 
bleg to be careful! of iccuring h's ſon in his Thzone, and having gꝛeat 
retpet toHjs Nuen, he gave up the Ghoſt, to the great gziek of his 
Subjects, lin moe of his fair Qugen who tok it 'o grievouſiy , that 
ſan after falling into a Feaver, ſhe dyed, and was buried with him in 
a & gnaſer!, built by him at Monm-uth z who 'e Tomb richl' adozn⸗ 
ed continued vilible r.li the Diflolution of the Fabrick in the tim: of 
Henry the Cight. ,
